T. M. Deam. Of ni-.ese 1241 vtre boys 
and 2144 were tirls. 36.7 v°,r cent of 
the -whole bc-ing boys. 
' 1h» first class which graduated in 
1867 numbered four, all of whom were 
girls. The class of 1868 consisted of 
five including one boy. They were 
•ight graduated in 1870, four boys 
and four girls. The school had no 
graduating class In 1S71 as it chang- 
ed th»t year from a three year high 
ichool to a four year school. The fol- 
lowing year. 1872. there were six mem 
b»r» ef the graduating class si! of 
them girls. 


The ratio of the boys to the girls 


IB the graduating classes varied from 
y«»r to year but in the main the per- 
«»at of boys gradually mounted until 
1915 when the boys numbered 13 more 
than the girls or 58% per cent of 
the total of 99. From this time on 
during the war the percent of -boys 
dec-lined until in 1915 only 33 percent 
of the big class of 213 were boy». 
In 1919 the percent increased to 34 
»nfl at the last commencement In June 
at this year there were 97 boys In the 
-eliss of S56 or 38 per cent.

ward by Men and Machinery. 


Sewer Tunnel Under Wabash 


Next time you are out for an after 


•upper ride drive down Fairuew ave- 
nue toward the St. Louis bridge. 
Mop at the point whe^e the sanitary 
•ewer intersects the street, look to- 
ward th» east down the open ditch, 
and >ou will se» the end of the tun- 
nel through which the sanitary sewer 
passes unOer the Wabash embank- 
tnsnt. The sewer has not done any 
Intersecting of the road except In 
theory.

OPTICAL ILLUSION 


It is merely an optical illusion

feet in the wrong direction. It fool-

one morning at 5 o'clock and ran the 
level himself. Th» final proof of the 
correctness of the levels was when it 
rained the water ran west from the 
tunnel to Fairview avenue

finisnpd as far as the e\ca\atlng is 
concerned. It is 2PO feet long and is 
seven feet in diameter. It Is 34 feet 
below the le%el of the railroad tracks.

stone comes out in huge fragments 
some of them twelve to fifteen feet 
across. 


At 'h» foot of Sigel street another

a circular bors which lessens the 
amount of earth removed. The earth 
is carried out on a mine track in 
mine cars. Mine mules wer» borrow- 
ed for the Wabash tunnel. 


The most spectacular part of the 


sanitary sewer is known KB the grad- 
ing contract and has been underway 
since last fall. This calls for a fill 
of 35,000 yards. This section begins 
at Falrview avenue and extends w«st 
7,100 feet to the east side of the site 
of the sewage disposal plant. A fact 
which has been mentioned is that a 
large part of the sanitary sewer is 
not underground but is above 
the 


present ground level in some place! 
as much as eighteen feet. A seventy 
foot right of way was secured for 
this fill which has a maximum width 
of twenty-six feet. Two steam shovels 
and perhaps fifty teams have been at 
work for months on this fill and a 
large part of the job is finished. 


BUY ROAD TO LAND

West Math street a mile to fhe top 
of the Stevens 
creek hill.

?uture sewers for Decatur probably 
will come to the river by way of

thus be 


taken care of by this plant. Fu- 
ture plans for the city provide for a 
boulevard system which will follow 
this fill and will extend up the river 
to Nelson park.

Byrd Davis Fighting Some 


on His Farm 


Byrd L. Davi» eays that the re- 


cently printed item stating that the 
Canafla thistle is now seldom if ever 
seen in Illinois is a mistake. He has 
or had six patches of the pesky things 
on his farm west of Deeatur. 
He 


hag been battling with them for sev- 
eral years, and at least one patch is 
completely exterminated, and he be- 
lieves that he has another one whip- 


ped, 
but he isn't sure yet. He is 


ightihg the others, and if he doesn't 
top anywhere he will get them in 
ime. Besides the patches on his own 
arm, he knows of the thistles on 
other farms. He saw a patch of the 
histles on a neighbor's farm the 
other day. 


I see you have Canada thistles," 


said»Mr. Davis. 


"Tea," said the neighbor. 
"What are you doing about It?" 
"Nothing," was the answer. 
"Well, you'd better be." 


IMPORTED H» HAY 


Mr. Davis thinks that his farm bo- 


came infested with the thistles from 
he use of northern hay when he was 
n the livery business. 
He hauled 


manure from the liverv barn to the 
farm, and in this way planted the 
thistles himself. The patches are not 
large, not bigger than 40 feet in 
diameter, but they have staying qual- 
ities. 


Mr. Davis uses » spade in fighting 


them, cutting off the stems a little 
below the surface of the ground. 
This must be dons not merely once 
in a season, but a number of times. 
Whenever the stems get a few inches 
above the ground they must be cut 
off. 
This thistle is probably the most 


persistent weed on earth, hut fre- 
quent cutting finally kills it of slow 
starvation. One patch Mr. Davis had 
well nigh exterminated whem 
the 


war came on. Ho was too busy that 
year to pay any attention to Canada 
thistles, and this patch has sprung 
Into new life as if nolhing had hap- 
pened to it. 


SPREAD PROM ROOTS 


The Breeders' Gazette recently had 


an article on Canada, thistles by F, 
.1. PIpal of the Purdue University ex- 
periment station. 
According to this 


authority, 
Canada 
thistles 
grown 


south of the latitude of Chicago sel- 
dom produce E«eds which will grow. 
They spread from the roots. 
The 


plant has long, running roots which 
are really nnderground stems, and a 
piece of a root only a few Inches long 
will send up a shoot. The roots are 
.cut off and dragged by the plow or 
cultivator, and the thistles are dis- 
tributed in this -way to distant parts 
of the field. 


The Purdue man says that the plan 


of campaign w.hich Mr. Davis adopt- 
ed on his own initiative Is the best 
means of fighting the thistle. It is 
stem and leaves which supply the 
root with 
food. 
Enough food 
is 


stored by the root to carry the plant 
th.-ough a considerable period of hard 
times, such as a drouth, grazing or 
frequent cutting, but the supply Is 
finally exhausted if the source Is cut 


off, 
and the plant dies. 


There »re other ways of success 


fully combatting the Canada thistle, 
such as chemicals of various kinds, 
smothering with heavy crops ef mil- 
let, etc., but the Purdue man thinki 
that the frequent cutting of the top 
Is the most effective.
